Three Terms of Court.! 


The bill before the Legislature, fixing 


three terms of the circuit court in Macon 
county.lmstead of two as formerly, was 
passed yesterday and becomes a law on 
July 1st.

'hompson had been there, I went down

borrowed the pistol

General Grant's Summer Home. 


Mount MacGregor is eleven miles 


from Saratoga. 
It rises 1,000 feet, 


and the scenery around it is beauti- 
ful.

tion, as it has beec in operation only 
three years. On the summit is the 
cottage which General Grant will 
occupy. It is prettily situated among 
the trees, and the scenery around it 
is picturesque. The eye is satisfied 
with a landscape of twenty-five or 
thirty miles. The surroundings re- 
mind one of the White Mountains. 
There is a broad view of the Hudson, 
far down below, and in another di- 
rection one can dimly see the Green 
Mountains.

from the hotel. It is of the Queen 
Anne style of architecture, two sto- 
ries high, and contains about a 
dozen rooms.

THE most accommodating postmaster 


in the United States lives in Illinois. His 
name is Peterson, and his office is located 
in one of the small towns in Sangamon 
county. A letter was received at the de- 
partment signed by a score of Peterson's 
townspeople, who accused him of offens- 
ive partisanship and demanded that he 
be removed at once, At the bottom of 
the communication was this indorsement 
from Peterson: "I heartily concur in the 
above. I think I ought to be bounced." 


A serious fire which at one lime threat- 


ened the destruction of one of the prin- 
cipal businesa blocks in the city was dis- 
covered between 12 and 1 o'clock last 
night, at the rear of the second floor of 
Peter Ullrich's grocery store, No. 144 
East Main streeet. It was first seen by 
Officer Bailey and Mr. Woodbridge, the 
night watchman, who saw smoke coming 
from the rear of the building. 
The 


alarm was sent instantly by telephone to 
the department, and the apparatus ap- 
peared on the scene immediately ready 
for work. The hose wagon team failed 
to get water from the plug at Linn & 
Scruggs' corner, and some valuable time 
waa lost in shifting the hose and getting 
water from the plug at Cbeap Charley's 
corner. The hose team got into the atore 
from the front, breaking the glass in the 
door. The Chemical engine made a dash 
north through Merchant street alley, and 
thus reached the rear of the store. At 
this time there was no hook and ladder ap- 
paratus at the fire, and as the fire was on 
the second floor the men were working at 
a disadvantage, being forced to climb the 
inside stairway and push their way into 
the room filled with stifling smoke and 
lurid flames. Chief Wayne was on hand 
and led the boys in the battle, personally 
directing the use of the Chemical hose 
with good effect. Later the hook and 
ladder truck arrived, when the rooms 
were reached through the windows. 


The fire started in the northwest cor- 


ner, at the rear of the second floor, among 
a lot of mope, brooms and boxes, and 
close by was the open hatchway of the 
rope''elevator. The flames had got a 
good start, and they communicated with 
everything combustible, pieces of the 
embers falling down to the first floor, 
close to tho books and papers and other 
inflammable material. Above the wood 
work of the windows), the ceiling, innu 
merable boses and the stairway leading 
to the third tbor were in flames. 


At first Chief "Wayne could use only 


the Chemical engine because of trouble 
with the broken fire plug. While the 
hoscmen were making the change the 
two 80 gallon tanks of the Chemical were 
exhausted, just at a time when it seemed 
the Chemical alone could have put out 
the fire; for luck of water with which to 
recharge the chemical time was lost, and 
the'See got fresh headway, reaching the 
third floor. When water WES secured the 
streams were turned on the fire, and at 
intervals the Chemical tanks were re- 
charged and put iu shape for service. 
Then tLe bittle was renewed. 
It looked 


as if ths entire block was doomed, and 
there wis great exc.lenient among the 
hundreds oC people who stood about the 
street and in the alley. Chief Wayne wan 
determined to save the block, and by 
urging his seven brave men into tho 
rooms through the stiiling smoke and 
flaring flames, he got the water in the 
right place and soon the danger was 
past, and the firemen were victorious. It 
was a battle nobly fought, nnd a great 
and sweeping 
calamity was averted, 


though the department in its present 
weak state worked courageously Cor near- 
ly three hours against many disadvan- 
tages. The worth of the Chemioal was 
clearly demonstrated, and the need of 
one or more chemical engines, a well 
equipped hook and ladder company, with 
an increased force of firemen wss plainly 
apparent to all who saw the threatened 
danger. Deeatur cannot afford to wait 
and only profit by the experience of a 
8100,000 to $300,000 fire before providing 
to properly battle with the fire demon. 
But for the pers'stence of Chief Wayne 
and his few men lost night, the flamea 
would have gotten beyond his control and 
the whole block with those adjacent 
might have been swept away. It was a 
close call and property owners have rea- 
son to be thankful for the excellent work 
so successfully accomplished. The coun- 
cil should be liberal in their appropria- 
tion this year for the fire department, 


The origin of the fire is not positively 


known, but it is now believed to have 
started from a candle that may have been 
left on the second floor by Frank Mejer, 
one of the salesmen, who was there Et a 
late hour getting out stock. 


The damage is considerable by tire. 


Nearly nil tho coeds on the second iioor 
tire damaged, and the wood work badly 
charred, the stairway barely holding the 
weight of a man. The stock damaged 
embraces ropes, sacks of coffee, tea, soap, 
spices, flour, hundreds of boxes of canned 
goods, etc., etc. The less may reach 84,- 
000, but it is fully covered by insurance, 
The building is the property of Frank L. 
Wood, It ia insured with Montgomery 
& Shull in tha "Home" of New York, for 
£3,000. The same firm has the following 
insurance on Mr. Ullrich's stock: Ia the 
Phconix, of Hartford, 81,000; in the 
"Home," of New Tork, 81500; in the 
Franklin, of Philadelphia, 81500; on fur- 
niture and fixtures1, in the "Home," 8250; 
in the Franklin, §250; total, $7,500. 
Warren & Durfee have insurance on 
stock in Springfield, of Mass., $2,000; in 
Phenix, of Brooklyn, $2,000; grand to- 
tal, 811,500.

Lust 
evening Wabash Detective Imboden 
learned that a Back full of stolen goods 
had been eeoreted beneath the American 
refrigerator building, south o£ the First 
Ward school house, and later, in company 
with Officer Helmick, the spot was watch- 
ed in the hope of making an important 
arrest.

The New Election Bill. 


It baa been giving the Democrats 


trouble for weeks, and yesterday it passed 
the House by a vote of 78 to E4, only one 
Democrat, Linegar, having the courage 
to vote with the Republicans. 'Wilhthe 
signature of Gov. Oglesby the bill be- 
comes a law at once. The law can be 
adopted by any incorporated town if ap- 
proved by a popular vote. The law pro- 
vides that the county court shall super- 
intend all elections. An election precinct 
shall not contain more than 450 voters. 
No man can vote where his name is not 
upon the registry. A canvass is to be 
made of each precinct by the official can- 
vassers prior to such election. Tripli- 
cate returns and duplicate tallies are to 
be returned. The polls are to be closed 
at 4 o'clock in the afternoon. The bill 
provides penalties for all infractions of 
the law. The bill was framed largely 
upon precedents of Massachusetts, New 
York and California laws.

The experiences at last night's fire 


should call the attention of the au- 
thorities to the violation of the or- 
dinance concerning obstructions in 
streets and alleys. 
The danger of a 


general conflagration last night was 
largely increased by the obstruction 
of the alley through which the fire 
apparatus had to pass in order to 
reach the fire. Bosea, barrels, crates 
and other rubbish filled up what is 
at best but a narrow passage, so that 
it was nest to impossible to get 
through with a team. 
The officers 


of the city have permitted this sort 
of obstruction to remain, not only in 
this particular alley, but in many of 
them in various parts of the town 
thereby adding greatly to the danger 
from fires when they occur. 
Let the 


authorities see to it that the law is 
enforced and the alleys kept clear, 
The people are naturally negligent, 
and will fill up any alley if they are 
permitted to do so by the neglect of 
the officers to do their duty. Le! 
the ordinance against obstructions 
be put in force ; it may save us from 
n destructive conflagration some fine 
night.

SMALL FARMS. 


Hie Folly of Attempting to Kaise Grain on 


Them. 
* 


There are thousands of small farms 


scattered through all sections of the 
country, but more particularly in the 
Eastern and Northern States, upon 
which tho ambitious owners are trying 
to imitate tho policy erf the great grain 
growers of the West. The owners of 
these small farms havo a mistaken idea 
as to what their small acres are best 
fitted to produce in ouler to give them 
tull and profitable employment. 


A largo share of these small farms 


are located in timber countries, where 
tho soil is frequently of a light sandy 
character. Such farms are not adapted 
to grain raising. 
Stumps usually go 


together on these soils, and where they 
are found 
labor-saving implements 


can not be used to advantage. Even if 
the land were smooth, the small area 
cultivated would preclude the use ot 
high-priced machinery on the score oi 
economy. 


The owners of these farms do not 


jeem to take into consideration the 
fact that there are millions of acres oi 
rich Western lands producing grain al 
less than half the cost per bushel thai 
they can produce it for, and with bet- 
ter facilities for marketing it. 


Sulky plov.s.seedcra, reapers and hjnd- 


ers. are, by reason of their high prices, 
and for tho reasons given above, out 
of the reach of the small farmer. 
Not 


so with the great grain raisers of the 
West, however. 
Any machine thai 


lessens hand labor materially is cheap 
to them at almost any price. This fact 
alone would preclude all possibility oi 
successful competition. And when we 
consider tho superior adaptability oi 
theso Western lands for grain raising 
purposes we can easily understand how 
unprofitable anv competition with them 
ivill prove to "the small farmer on a 
comparatively light soil. 


Why then will our small farmers per- 


sist in following a policy that is so 
ruinous to their interests"? Probably 
with this as with most other questions 
many conditions are involved. If we 
were" to closely investigate the causua 
in tho present, prominent among them 
would bo found tho following, 
no 


doubt: 
First. The tendency of a class tc 


follow in old established ways. 
Theii 


fathers and grandfathers before them 
havo raised grain all their lives, and 
tfiey seem to think that they are not 
farming unless they do the same. Thej 
forget that the condition of things fifty 
years ago was entirely different from 
what they are at present 
Facilities 


for marketing and exchanging products 
(ifty years ago were very limited in- 
deed. In those da.) s it behooved every 
farmer to raise, as fnr as possible, all 
those articles that were needed for his 
own homo consumption. But to-day 
the case is entirely different. 
Tho 


facilities for transportation arc so nni 
versa! anil so comparatively cheap that 
it is no longer imperatively necessary 
for the farmer to produce tliosej.htnga 
th.it are not naturally adapted to the 
capacity of his soil. 
It will not pay foi 


h'm to try to raise his own bienil when 
wheat can be put down at his vcvydooi 
tor less than it would cost tor him 
to 
piodikc 
it, 
any 
inoro 
tliau 


it would pav him to go on carding, 
spinning aud wi'iu ing his own woo 
v, lion he oan buy tho m.inut'actiireil 
cloth at half th" co-.t of tho labor that 
lie would IKIVC to put into if<? construc- 
tion, if he hinted oa iollo\\iug olc 
hand mrlhoiN. 


Anolhor reason v,liy frmuers con. 


tinno on in. tho old niv.s of farming n, 
I think, bocaiiio thoy lack that knowl- 
edge and skill \ \ h i i l i the finer branches 
of hiiibandry di-maml. Tli's is not so 
mm h a lack of ability as it is a lack o. 
inclination, or ol' concert in that par- 
ticular lino. It does not require any 
•\crygront amount of skill to plow 
-,o\v and harvest grain, year after year, 
especially where no hoed is taken o: 
the ultimate wants of the soil, as i 
too otten the cnse in great grain rais- 
ing districts. Yet farmers are prone 
to turn up their no*cs at any other 
kind of farming. 
Fruit raising anc 


pardoning are poohcd and sneered at 
by such mon as being away below tlieir 
notice. Jlany of our small farmer; 
try to take ou the samo airs, and couk 
not think of descending; from theii 
agricultural dignity enough to engage 
in any such small one-horse business 
as I "have mentioned, even if it die 
oft'cr double tho returns from an acre 
tJuis giving full and profitable employ' 
merit upon a tew acres. 


Small farms demand small farming 


This might mean dairying in a smal 
way, fruit growing, gardening, or any 
thing that yields large returns from 
small areas, giving profitable employ' 
ment to the available labor as gruat t 
part of the year as possible.— W. D

Parts Which liave Been Destroyed. 
We see this in the production of ad- 


mirably formed joints in parts which 
•were at lirst devoid, of anytliing of the 
kind. 1 may quote, as an example, 
the- case of a railway guard, wlios9 arm 
had been so injured that ho had been 
compelled to have the elbow with its 
joint cut out, but who afterward de< 
velopcd a new joint almost as good as 
the old one. In tho uninjured condi- 
tion the outer bone of the lower arm— • 
the radius — cncia above in a smooth- 
surfaced cup, which plays against part 
of the lower end of the bone of tho up- 
per arm, orhumerns, while its side also 
plays against the side of the other bone 
of the lower arm, the ulna, with tho 
interposition of a cartilaginous surface. 
Tho radius and ulna are united to the 
humorus by dense and strong mem- 
branes or "ligaments, which pass be- 
tween it and thuin anteriorly, poster- 
iorly and on each aide, and aiu attached 
to projecting precedes, one on each 
side o£ the humrrus. Such was the 
condition of the parts which were re- 
moved, by the surgeon. Kino 5 ears 
alter the operation the patient died, and 
Mr. Byrne had the oppoituuity of dis- 
secting tho arm, which m tho meantime 
had served the poor man perfectly 
well, he having been in the habit 
or swinging himselt bv it from one 
carriage to another while the train was 
in motion, quite as eas.ly and securely 
as with the other arm. 
On examina- 


tion Mr. Symo found that the ampu- 
tated end of the radius had formed a 
fresh polished surface, and played both 
ou tho hnruerus and the ulna, a mate- 
rial something like cartilage being in- 
terposed. 
7Jhe ends o£ tho bones ol 


the forearm were locked in by two 
processed projecting downward from 
the humcrus, and also strong lateral 
aud still stronger anterior and posterior 
lio-arnenti again bound them fast to tho 
last-named bone. It would bo easy to 
briiif forward a number of more or less 
simifar cases.

duction of lost parts which may tako 
place in many of the lower animals is 
asten'.hliing.

COWS. 


Th« Tse of tte Bruali Upon Them Strong'! 


Eccomnaendc<l. 


Few persons consider the skin as an 


excretory organ. It is supposed lo be 
—by those who think at all—merely a 
protecting covering for the muscles 
and animal frame, and something for 
the outer protective coat of hair, or far, 
or wool, or feathers, to grow upon. 
But the skin is really tho most impor- 
tant outlet for the waste matter oi the 
•whole body of an animal. It is by no 
means a tight covering, but contains 
myriads of pores or openings, through 
which watery yapor escapes, and with 
which also escapes a large quantity of 
Impure matter from the blood. At 
times the skin discharges a large quan- 
tity of liquid matter, which we call 
perspiration, and it is always discharg- 
inf moisture, which escapes insensibly. 
At° least, the skin does this when in a 
healthful condition, and when th;s ex- 
cretion stops, it is an indication that 
something is wrong. 
Besides this, the 


skin is constantly changing its .sub- 
stance; the outer portions scale oil', ot 
extoliate, wlnle it is icncwed ironi 
vitliin; so that m course of u short 
Line the whole skin wears away and is 
renewed. Where tho skin is covered 
v ith hair these scales are apt to gather 
and with the perspiration to become 
compacted into a mass, stopping tho 
pores 
and 
preventing 
the escape 


of 
the waste matter, Vhich being 


retained in the blood, does much 
harm. For these rea-ons, constant at- 
tention should be. given to tho skin; 
brushing it, both to remove tho cx- 
fohated matter and the dried perspira- 
tion, and to excite it to a healthful ac- 
tiou, should not be neglected. Horses, 
as a rule, are fairly well attended to, 
because it id a custom to curry and 
brush them regularly. 
But in many 


cases, they are not sufficiently cleaned; 
consequently their health is impaired. 
The skin becomes clogged, and the 
perspiration is retained in Ihe blood, 
producing more or less blood-poison- 
ing, which may result in a variety of 
disorders, at times producing farcy, 
which ends m glanders. 
At bctt,_tho 


coat becomes Imsh, dry, and staring; 
the skin i» tight, or, as it is called, 
"hide-bound," and becomes irv tatcd, 
producing ildi'rng, with perhaps the 
lo^s of hair. Eruptions on the skin, 
and pimples, and perhaps tho well- 
known "scratches" result from the re- 
tention of thc.se impure matters. 
To 


a\o'.d all these troubles, the horse 
should bo thoroughly brushed with a 
stilt', 
clean brush, for at least ten 


minutes, morning and night, and in 
tho summer, when perspiration is pro- 
fa-,0, the skin should be sponged, or 
wa.shed down with a wisp of 
wet 


-ti-aw, and then rubbed dry, before it 
is brushed. 
Bulfow farmers ever think it neces- 


sary that a cow should be curried 
"What! curry a cow? Never hearn toll 
of such a thing!" 
But a cow needs it 


even more than a horse; and for several 
reasons, 
A cow, who-e milk is used 


for food, unless she has a perfectly 
clean skin, can not give clean milk, and 
then the butter will be bad. 
The skin 


should be in a perfectly healthful con- 
dition, and the blood puro, or the milk 
will be impure and unheaUht'ul, and 
the butter or cheese will be tainted. 
Nc thor cleanliness nor hoalthfulncsS 
can be secured without regular brush- 
inf of the skin and the removal of-all 
the filth which will gather upon ill-kept 
cows. This should bo done before the 
cows are milked, morning and eyen- 
iDf. The morning cleaning should be 
a Thorough one; a simple brushing, to 
remove dti«t and loose hairs, will be 
sullicicnt for the evening. It will help 
very much for both horses and cows to 
have the stables so floored that the ani- 
mals can be kept from fouling them- 
solves.—American Agriculturist.
